THE DISASTER IN .BRITISH 
: COLUMBIA. Fi 

A telegram from Ottnwa,.dnted May 1, 
says :—Mr W. W, Leitch, of tho Geological 
Survey, telegraphs from Frank to-day :-- 

‘The Frank disaster is simply » great 
rock-slide from near the top of .Turtle 
Mountain. The area in the valloy covered 
by the slide is about two miles square, and 
fan-shape in outline, The mass’ of rock 
displaced varies in depth from ten to 100 


feet. Turtle Mountain is 8 compressed 
fold vr anticlinal azis of carboniferous 
lime-stone, dipping at a very high angle to 
tho west as shown on the map ‘accompany- 
ing my summary report for 1902, now in 
the press,’ . 

A telegram from Fernie on tho same 
day says:—Tho wrecking train which 
was sent to Frank has returnod. Mr 
Tonkin, General Manager, and MrT. RB, 
Stockett, Superintendent uf the Crow’s 
Nest Pass Coal Company, and others, went 
flown ond returned, They. report that it 
was simply.a slide of rock ofthe mountain, 
and_ could not possibly be of. volcanic 
atigin, nor the results of an explosion. , 
They got to work and dug and tunbered 
twenty-ono fezt in safety.’ Tho oxit made 
was much higher thon the mouth of the 
shuft and consequently: they had much less’ 
distance to. dig, :

‘The spaco 
on the mountain ciesved by the slido 
appears to be only about 31) yards, but the 
rocks corer the valley for to miles,

The business part of thé ‘town has not 
heen damaged, but the Company's plant, 
workshops, otc.y have been wiped away, 
“and one looking pn the scene would not 
know there had ever boén a miuo there, 
It is doubtfal if the mines will be consider- 
ed safo to work for some time on account of 
the falling rack. It is thought that some 
people got the idea of it’ being x volcanic 
disturbanco from the dust made by tho 
limestone rock frequently falling. This 
looked like-smoke.
